1. The Applicant's amendment filed on February 21, 2007 was received. The specification 
was amended. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S.C. code not included in this action can be 
foimd in the prior Office Action issued on November 21, 2006. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 . 

3. The claim rejections imder 35 U.S.C. 1 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a disclosure 
which is not enabling on claims 66-79 are maintained. The rejection is repeated below for 
convenience. 

The subject niatter "electrically conducive terminal pin being electrically insulated from 
the case" is critical or essential to the practice of the invention, but not included in the claim, is 
not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 
In the instant specification, the pin needs to be insulated from the case by dielectric disks (16,18) 
and a glass hollow cylinder (20) to prevent short-circuiting in the battery. See page 6. 
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Response to A rguments 

4, Applicant's arguments filed on February 2 1 , 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant 's principal arguments are 
. The use of the term ''generally" in the page 3, lines 19-20 indicates that the invention 
includes embodiments where the case does not function as the other terminal 

In response to Applicant's arguments, please consider the following comments. 

The instant disclosure teaches that the pin constitutes as one of the battery terminals 
while the battery case constitutes the other terminal. See Abstract. There is no embodiment in 
the disclose to indicate or suggest that case doe not function as a terminal. This is further 
supported by the recitation where an electric storage battery including a case comprising a 
peripheral wall of electrically conductive material defining an interior volume and having first 
and second wall openings communicating with the interior volume, and an electrically 
conductive terminal pin extending through the first end cap and electrically insulated from the 
case. See originally filed claim 58.
